where the beautiful Monroe Palace 
stands. 

This new avenue rivals anything that 
Paris can show. It is about 120 feet 
wide, with sidewalks fifteen feet broad. 
In the center are lofty lights on ar- 
tistic poles, each group set in a little 
fisle of safety filled with flowers and 
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along the avenue is harmonious from 
one end to the other. The effect is 
imposing and makes a New Yorker 
think. 

But those sidewalks! It is mighty 
fortunate for New York that she has 
none like them. If she had the psycho- 
pathic ward in Bellevue would have 
to be enlarged ten times over for the 
patrons of the Great White Way. 

They are big mosaics, composed of 
small pieces of black and white gran- 
ite. The black pleces are used for or- 
namentation, Every block has a differ- 
ent design. Some have zigzags, others 
curves and curlycues, ethers dragons 
and starfish (at least they resemble 
such,) others cwing here and there: 
others are straight, until you feel that 
all you need is a brass band to make 
you march; others take you in swoops 
this way and that; arrows and daggers 
point themselves at you; bouquets in 
stone attract you until you almost feel 
that you want to stoop to get a whiff:

This company has recently received 
a copy of a very complete report cov-

H. Mulvey, a prominent mining engi- 
neer, who was one of the original lo- 
cators of the famous Camp Bird mine 
in Colorado, and has devoted meny 
years to the great mjneral resources of 
Colorado and Easfern Utah. :

OLLEGE DISCIPLINE. 
ne Times a few days ago referred facetiously 
to a point of discipline jin Stanford University. Clos- 
ing, the article said seriously that the accounts com- 


ing out from the campus were probably highly col 


ored. This is confirmed by later news: 7 

The facts in the cas are really too serious to be 
made a joke. ‘It appears that while intoxication 
among the students hag been as rare as in any large 
school, the use of intoxicants has been permitted 
on the grounds and in the buildings, provided the 
proprieties were not violated. Further, it appears 
that in some cases, probably rare, the proprieties 
were violated and that in view of the danger at- 
tached to the use of liquor in any form among stu- 
dents in such a school, the faculty had forbidden it 
altogether and had taken steps to suppress all saloons 
near the university. There ts protest against this 
on the part of the students, end a request that at 
least an inn be permitted an the campus where 
liquors may be had. President Jordan is obdurate 
and says he will “stop a flood of drunkenness on the 
campus even if drastic measures have to be adopted.” 
On the contrary the committee of professors whose 
duty it is to enforce the laws of the institution seem 
either to sympathize with the students or are afraid 
to enforce this new law, and have resigned. 

Let us hope that Prof. Jordan’s expression exag- 
gerates the case. Let us also look modern condi- 
tions full in the face. Having made all excuses and 
allowances, the general conclusion of the people will 
be that the sale of intoxicants to students in any 
of our schools, high or low, or the consent by silence 
of the teachers in these schools that students may 
frequent drinking places near the school grounds, 
are things wrong in the extreme, detrimental to 
school discipline, tending to gross demoralization 
among the students, and making a smooth and easy 
path at the outset of life toward a drunkard's grave 
at the other end. 5 

There are difficulties in the way. Such a school as 
Stanford draws to its doors young men from all sorts 
of homes. Some of them have reached their ma- 
jority. They have acquired habits at home, or while 
attending day schools and living at home. Their 
parents do not object to their températe indulgence 
in the use of alcoholic drinks. Too rigid laws in a 
school will bar out some young men, perhaps some 
young women. 3 
That ts one side of the question, but the argument 
applies to comparatively few of those who seek ma- 
triculation in such a school. The other side of the 
story tells about the great body of students who 
come from homes where the use of intoxicants is in- 
hibited to the children if used by the grown-up mem- 
bers of the family. The student body at Stanford 
is mixed, ranging from boys and girls just in their 
teens, to almost mature young men and women. 
Even taking the case of the few who are permitted 
at home to take a glass of wine, no such danger be- 
sets such a habit at home as inheres in the free use

| HITEWASH NOT SATISFACTORY. 


The coat of whitewash splashed over itself by 


the Board of Civil Service Commissioners last even- 
ing, with reference to an exposure of scandalous 
conduct, will not do.

ing presence, a radiant eye, a firm but velvety hand-.

remark about mentality is “real nasty” chiefly be- 
cause it happens to be true, 
Being unable to win in the United States, Bryan 


has been seeking a fresh field to conquer. He de- 


scended upon Canada last week, making his appear- 
ance in Toronto in what might be styled a s2mi- 
religious role. He lectured on “The Prince of 
Peace” and had so large an audieuce that he was able 
to add many Canadian “four-bit” pieces to the for- 
tune which he remarked the other day the American 
people have been so good as to give him. N 

His lecture was dellvered before the University 
of Toronto and the press reports state that the bar- 
baric music of the university yell” greeted the ‘lis- 
tinguished guest. They also remark that as his lec- 
ture was entitled “The Prince of Peace” it was ap- 
propriately preceded and followed by respectively 
the singing of the hymns, “The Son of God Goes 
Forth to War“ and “Fight the Good Fight.” Cer- 
tainly those Toronto students had lots of fun with 
Bryan. 

In the course of his address the great commorier” 
intimated that he had begun to direct his thoughts 
to higher things than the Presidency of the United 
States. “I am stil] interested in government,” he 
remarked, “but I am more interested in religion. I 
enjoy making a political speech, however, and in- 
dulge myself sometimes with that amusement.” It 
will give the voters of the United States great pleas- 
ure in November next to intimate to Mr. Bryan that 
they will be glad to have him continue his religious 
studies indefinitely while Mr. Taft presides over na- 
tional affairs at the White House.

The modern power which controls 
Constantinople holds the key to the future of most 
of Europe and of all Western Asia.

With a railroad through Syria to the 
Arabian Guif and one through the Balkans north- 
westerly and ferry facilities over the Bosphorus, 
Constantinople would be impregnable, and from this 
base the power could dictate terms to half the world. 

Germany and Austria of late are working together 
to secure a firmer fodting in the Balkan peninsula. 
This advantage would add much to Germany's influ- 
ence in Syria. Perhaps the Kaiser, who seldom 
slumbers, has a day-dream that with the passing of 
the aged Emperor Franz Josef the Germanic federa- 
tion will take a wide expansion southeasterly. 

Lately Russia and England have come to some 
sort of agreement as to Central Asia, while Great 
Britain has ceased to have shivers about Muscovite 
progression in the direction of India.
